It all started with a request of 
W estview Development Corp.. for 


m building height variance in an 
R-2 district within the M unicipal 
Golf Course and ended with the 
City Council Noting 4-2 against it. 
thereby throwing out a $2 5 m il­ 
lion dollar housing project. T h e 
anti-votes were cast 
by Council- 
m en Harry Paislev. M ary C arlin. 
E arl Strebe. ami Kenneth K irk. 


Arthur Leonard an officer of »he 
corporation, unable to hold h im ­ 
self in check over the disappoint­ 
m ent of not getting approval of 
the project, flayed the four coun- 
eilm en with a tirade of w o r d s 
which flushed their faces with e m ­ 
barrassm ent or anger. 


Leonard todav was charging " il­ 
legal procedure" at the m eeting, 
which ended the project by the 
taking of a vote before interested 
parties could even speak on t h e 
m atter 
• 


He said that W estview had ap^ 
peared before the V ariance B oard 
and 
received approval 
for 
the 
project, which was the co n stru c­ 
tion of a Japanese Village a p a rt­ 
m ent developm ent on the g o l f 
course It w as passed unanim ous­ 
ly by them . 
It then went before the council, 
whjfh retu rn ed it to the Planning 
Com m ission for atudv. «The c o m ­ 
mission passed it unamiously. The 
project, according to L e o n a r d , 
carried 
a 
strong 
recom m enda­ 
tion for approval by the planning 
director. 
"E lev en people who 
s e n e

said L eonard, "and yet four m em ­ 
b ers of th is council have the au­ 
dacity to reverse their decisions, 
not because the project is wrong 
in any w ay, but because th ev just 
didn’t like the idea of tw o-story 
buildings."

Leonard plans to take the m at­ 
te r again before the council 
and 
prom ises even stronger w ords un­ 
less the council for denying the ap- 
m ent reasons for denying the ap­ 
plication.

AUSTIN, Tex. (U P I )-H u r - 
ricane Curia, a shadow of iti 
form er 150-milc an hour self,

All summer long, during school vacation, motorists may 
have become accustomed to the absence of youngsters in school 
crosswalks and school buses making their stops. This will 
be all changed tomorrow. 
The children have been indoctrinated by parents and teach­ 
ers in safety measures. They have been told to cross streets 
only w ithin the boundaries of the yellow-marked school cross­ 
ings or at comers where crosswalks are marked. To walk not 
run. And especially never to dart suddenly into the street and 
to look both ways, even when in a safety zone. 
But they are children. In a sudden moment of excitement, 
they may forget. So it is up to motorists, more, it is the duty of 
motorists, to do all of the watching, to use all the precautions. 
Even if guilty of no violation, the memory of a tragedy is al­ 
most never forgotten. 
Children have been urged by police, because of tragedies in 
other portions of the state, never to accept invitation* for a 
ride, candy or gifts from strangers. 
For those motorists who do not exercise proper caution 
when passing through a school zone or in passing a school bus, 
there'll be a swift reaction said A. G. Kettmann, police chief. 
Palm Springs has an enviable school safety record due to the 
efforts of traffic officers, school authorities and the school bus 
system. 
Those In charge of this program are determined this fine 
reputation shall be retained.

Wa have therefore been aur* 
prised and infuriated m-hen soma 
of the countries w t have aided 
have not behaved as me thought 
they should, have not acted as 
if they. too. put the objectives 
of America first. 
Bowles made a three-pronged 
ettaek on outmoded concepta of 
foreign aid: 
First, the effect of foreign aid 
I» not simplv negative — that 
is, In preventing the spread of

communism — but is positive in 
that it allows a nation to develop 
its own individual destiny.

Third, filling a man’s mind 
and heart with tha ideals of free­ 
dom is equally as important as 
filling his stomach with food, un­ 
less me simply want to create 
a “more muscular Communist ’*

SEPTEMBER 12. 1951 
Palm Springs City Council completed its investigation and 
asked that parking meters be increased on Palm Canyon Drive, 
pointing especially to the lack of meters betw een Ramon Road 
and Baristo Road. 
V. W. Grubbs, a member of the M t San Jacinto Winter 
Park Authority, was renamed to the authority by the board of 
iupenisors. 
Lee Backstrand. Riverside Businessman, was named as a 
member to the Riverside County Chamber of Commerce. 
SEPTEMBER 12, 1941 
Palm Springs Unit of the California State Guard was in­ 
creasing in popularity' and support, and a full committee of 
Palm Springs residents were chosen to further the fine activity. 
Hundreds of local residents went to the field club every Mon­ 
day night to watch the unit drill. 
Palm Springs school children were ready to start a new 
achool year, and were enrolling in one school here and one in 
Cathedral City. 
SEPTEMBER 12, 1931 
Local, state and government leaders were considering the 
creation of a National Forest composed of the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains. The program was initiated by Congressman Phil D. 
Swing. The move meant the taking of the local mountain range 
out oí the control of the San Bernardino National Forest.

WASHINGTON - Mike Mans 
field of Montana served in all 
three of the Armed Services and 
never rose higher than Private. 
First Class, but todav he is Com­ 
manding Officer of the U. S. Sen­ 
ate. 
This contrast in rank is easily 
explicable by anybody who knows 
the trim • and - tough - as * a-nail 
Majority Leader. He is that par­ 
ticular breed called “a Senate 
man.’’ He was a member of the 
Inner Sanctum almost ihe day he 
came over from the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. His rise to power in 
the Senate wag written in h is 
stars. 
Everybody but Mike thinks he 
was unlucky to succeed the flam­ 
boyant and hyperactive Lyndon B 
Johnson as Leader Marching be­ 
hind LBJ seems to many of us 
like marching behind the band — 
nobody will notice you But Mod­ 
est Mike says that Lyndon ran the 
Senate so well that it made ev­ 
erything duck soup for the Leader 
who came next. 
Appeals To The Best 
Anyhow, »he Senate has been a 
different, a much quieter place in 
1961. Mansfield’s way of command 
is much more mature and much 
more complimentary to the mem­ 
bers. What he does is call upon 
the 98 men and two women to be­ 
have as Senators should. He ap­ 
peals to the very best that is in 
them. Lyndon Johnson was the 
master of what is known here as 
“wheeling and dealing.’’ He would 
throw a big aftectionate head-lock 
upon a colleague, promise him a 
junket to Paris, or a place on a 
prize committee, in return for a 
vote. If Johnson couldn’t get the 
vote, he would often persuade the 
colleague to “take a walk" and 
not be recorded against Johnson's 
desires. 
Johnson ran the Senate like a 
maestro leading an orchestra.qHe 
would spin his hands, fat or low, 
to speed up or retard a roll call. 
He would point out the next per­ 


son to be recognized like a con­ 
ductor calling for the first fiddle 
to make more music So much of 
Johnson’s real leaderi-hip t o o k 
place in the back rooms that some­ 
times it was • waste of time to 
sit in the press gallery. 
He Gets Results 
But Mansfield is said to do 90 
per cent in the open and 10 per 
cent in the Democratic P o l i c y 
Committee. He takes the floor gen­ 
erally to tell the Senators of the 
day’s schedule He warns them 
that unless they answer roll calls 
and are frugal with their remarks, 
he’ll call them back on Saturday 
morning — some'hing Senators 
hate a much a achool bovs. 
How well has the Mansfield 
method worked’ Statistics don't 
tell the quality of legislation, but 
they show the volume that h a s 
moved through the Senate. T h e 
most logical comparison is that of 
President Kennedy's first t e r m 
(87th Congress) with that of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower's (84th C o n ­ 
gress) when the late Robert A. 
Taft was Majority Leader, to be 
followed by William F Knowland. 
In this present session, as of last 
August 30, the total of 789 meas­ 
ures and 45.760 nominations have 
passed the Senate At the close 
of the session in 1953. there were 
848 measures and 23,420 nomina­ 
tions confirmed. 
The figures prove little, except 
what is already clear, that Mans­ 
field is not a record-smasher, not 
an innovator. He is simply him­ 
self. The comparison with John­ 
son is not precise because for six 
years we had a divided govern­ 
ment, so that Johnson was th e 
spokesman of his party. The com­ 
parison with Knowland brings out 
two slightly differing concepts of 
Senate Leadership. 
. 
Independen! Position 
Knowland, a man of strong and 
outspoken convictions, felt that he 
had two capacities — one as Lead­ 
er. either Majority or Minority, of 
the party with a President in the 
White House, two as Senator from 
California. On issues, such as the 


Bricker Amendment. when he dis­ 
agreed with the Presiden». Know­ 
land would leave his front aisle 
seat and speak from the rear of 
the cham ber. This dramatized the 
conflict of par*/ regularity and 
conscience. 
Mansfield does rot 
this far 
For a time he took an indepen­ 
dent position on Berlin, and was 
critical of Foreign Aid. But he 
says that there are positions he 


must take as Majority L e a d e r 
which he would not take as Sena­ 
tor from Montana To that extent, 
he loses himself in the Leader­ 
ship role. 
But nobody doubts that on « 
great, clear i»sue. Mansfield would 
sacrifice his career before going 
against his conscience. This, es­ 
sentially, is why the Senators ad­ 
mire and follow him so whole- 
neartedly.

100 Megatons is Big, 
Maybe Just Too Big 
By BOB CONSIDINE 
NEW YORK — Khrushchev says 
he has a 100 megaton H-bomb. 
That would be the equivalent, in 
the matter of blast alone, of 100 
million tons of TNT. One s u c h 
bomb would pack many times the 
explosive power of all bombs and 
probably all shells exploded in all 
wars dating back to the invention 
of gun-powder. We might throw In 
the Gunpowder Plot for good treas­ 
ure. 
To put it another way, in the 
relation to a memorable event of 
World War II. six B-25 bombers 
dropped a ton of explosives each 
on Tokyo in the course of Jimmy 
Dcolittle’s 1942 raid on the Jap­ 
anese capita! and three other ci­ 
ties. To have done the job Khrush­ 
chev says he now can achieve 
with the push of a single button. 
Doolittle would have needed 100 
million B-25s and 6.250.000 aircraft 
carriers the size of the original 
Hornet. 
That could have strapped us, 
financially, what with time-and-a- 
half and costa of training the 
crews. 
• 
What Else Is New? 
So Khrushchev has a 100 mega­ 
ton bomb. So what else is new? 
Primo Camera s fist was twice as 
big as Joe Louis'. Goliath got flat­ 
tened by a stone. I’ve seen little 
bitty guys take on a fourth mar­ 
tini. The word 
dead," despite 
Dickens, does not lend itself to es­ 
calation. “Deader'’ and "deadest’’ 
are meaningless after “dead ” 
Matter of fact, any industrialized 
nation* which sets about the task 
can build a 100 megaton H-bomb. 
We probably have them now. or 
could tomorrow. Actually, there's 
no reason to stop at 100 megatons. 
An H-bomb's size is limited only 
by the question Oi its deliverabili- 
ty to a target. Th re is apparently 
no limit to the amount of matter 
that can be fused. Fission bombs, 
on the other hand, are something 
else. There appears to be a limit 
to a fission, or A-bomb, yield — 
something in 'he neighborhood of 
half a megaton. The A-bomb’s role 
in any thermonuclear, or fusion, 
or H-bomb war w rild be chiefly to 
light the wicks of the big babies, 
or to take out snail targets like 
Philadelphia or Leningrad. 
Look Who’s ’I alking 
There’s, of cour.e. hardly even 
mathematical d ance that Kh­ 
rushchev will do n ore than talk 
about the punch he can deliver. 
This is bar-room talk delivered in 
the highly respected presence of 
a big menacing bouncer 
The guy doing the talking juat 
wants to see how much the other 
fellow will take. If the other fel­ 
low swallows and steps aside, well 
and good Ho did it before in a 
lot of places in he world. Most 
recently in Berlin He might do it 
again. But the fellow doing the 
talking knows that to throw a 
real punch would bring the bounc­ 
er down on him. The bouncer, of 
course, is The Bomb. The fellow 
doing the talking knows that we 
have everything he's got. and 
more, and the men and machines 
and the dedication to deliver it if 
sufficiently provoked. 
One trouble with building a 100 


megaton bomb is that there aren’t 
many places where a fellow can 
prove he actually has one. Rus­ 
sia's first test of a nuclear device 
after breaking its pledge not to 
test was at an undisclosed height 
in space. It was an intermediate 
bomb, and thus could even have 
been dropped by a bomber. But 
a 100 megaton blast would have to 
take place somewhere up at or­ 
bital height of 100 miles or be­ 
yond. beyond ihe power of earth- 
bound instrumentals to measure it 
properly. On the other hand, to 
touch one of these monsters off 
too close to the ground, as on top 
of a tower, let’s say. would sear 
and contaminate all life for miles 
•round. To detonate one on the 
Isnrfare or underground could con­ 
ceivably fracture the crust of the 
earth. 
. It is not too much of a source 
of comfort, but perhaps there is a 
measure of safety in b i g n e s s . 
There are crimes from which all 
but the most microacopic propor­ 
tion of men recoil because th e 
crimes are just too big. The mili­ 
tary world produced its most de­ 
termined killers in World War II, 
but both sides shunned use of the 
great stores of poison gas they 
had mixed in their cauldrons in 
preparation for the holocaust. We­ 
’ve got a rocket on the drawing 
boards lamentably called «the No­ 
va, which means “exploding Star.’’ 
It’s going to be so big that when 
launched (it is feared) it will push 
the earth aw ay .H
